As the officers and sev- 
eral citizens were investigating the 
condition of the safe, a charge of ni- 
tro-glycerine let go, knocking down 
and severely shocking six men and 
badly but not fatally injuring Phil

The corrupt bosses in Phil 
adelphia have boldly robbed the public 
treasury and profited by vice and 
crime. A tool of the ring was nomi 
nated against the man who prosecuted 
the gang, both Republicans, the honest 
one indorsed by the Democrats. The 
issue was therefore plain—roguery or 
honesty. Yet in the face of the squart 
issue the Republicans of Philadelphia 
defeated the man who stood for hon- 
esty and elected Quay's tool. Phila- 
delphia is the most corrupt city in the 
land, and the people are content to 
have it so. John Wanamaker declares 
there has not been" an honest election 
in Philadelphia for twenty-five years. 
Ballot-box stuffing, official robberies, 
black-mailing, grafting, stealing state 
funds and bank-wrecking prevails, and 


"thte Republicans go to the polls and 


indorse'it all! And what is nearly aa 
bad Republicans throughout the coun- 
try, who profess to be moral, and in 
some cases religious., appear to rejoice 
over such Republican victories in Phil- 
adelphia and Pennsylvania!

that such things should be. 


SANDBAGGED PHILADELPHIA. 


(New York Journal.) 


Perhaps we should not be too hard 


on poor Philadelphia after all. A plu- 
rality of 43J478"(for the most corrupt 
gang in America looks pretty bad on 
its face, but it is-quite possible, in- 
deed probable, that Philadelphia did 
not give the gang that plurality, or 
any plurality at all. It is much more 
than possible that'all those forty-three 
thousand votes and a good many more 
were fraudulent, *nd that a good ma- 
jority of the ballots actually cast by 
legal voters were for reform. 


The gang in Philadelphia has a 


guaranteed, tested capacity for eighty 
thousand fraudulent votes in a single 
election. On one occasion the North 
American succeeded in working a man 
into the employ of the ring as an elec- 
tion officer, and his first duty was to 
slip a bunch of 200 ballots into the 
box before the polls opened, so that 
the first legal voter to exercise a free- 
man's rights was No. 201. 


Before we can justly condemn the 


people, of Philadelphia for collusion 
with crime we must know how they 
actually vote. To give them a fair 
chance they should have election laws 
like those of New York. 


HINTS frOR FARMERS 


Preserve the Tools. 


farmer canuot afford to Lave 


tools and machinery cm his i'ai-ui 


unless he cau afford to have buildings 
to protect them from the weather, aud 
he canuot spend an hour or a day more 
profitably than in cleaning them up, 
overhauling them and making repairs 
on 'them before they are likely to be 
wanted again, says American Cultiva- 
tor. The plows, harrows and more ex- 
pensive machinery left out of doors 
this winter will deteriorate iii value 
more than one-fifth. 
The loss would 


more than pay the interest on the cost 
of a good building to shelter them in 
and in many cases exceed the taxes ou 
the farm. If they were not properly 
cared for when last used, take one of 
these fine days and gather them up, 
f-}ffin thpir. o'J the Jromvcrl: and paint 
all the woodwork. Never mind getting 
a painter to do the job. Buy a. can of 
ready mixed paint and a cheap brush. 
Use any color that you like, but use it 
freely, not as ail oruanieut, but as a 
preservative of the wood, as the oil is of 
the iron. 


When to Spread Manure. 


Whether or no to spread manure in 


winter depends very much upon the 
lay of the land. If it is very hilly, so 
that the leachings from the manure 
will run off into a ditch or gully, the 
manure will probably not be much 
more valuable than ordinary soil, says 
C. V. Gregory in American Agricultur- 
ist. 
On level land, however, there is 


no better time to haul manure than 
during the winter. What does, it mut- 
ter if the fertilizer elements are leach- 
ed out? The leachings run down into 
the soil and are available for pl~.;:t 
food sooner than if manure is spread 
in the fall aud immediately plowed un- 
der. 
A wideawake, hustling farmer 


does not wait for the rush of spring 
worlc to do all his hauling. At that 
time his yards should all be cleaned 
up in good shape. 


Dried Blood For Calves. 


For two years the Kansas experi- 


ment station has been experimenting 
with dried blood for a calf tonic and 
food. Several tests have been made, 
and the station is convinced that dried 
blood is not only good for a weak calf, 
but is an excellent remedy for a calf 
subject to scours. 
In feeding dried 


blood a teaspoonful in each feed of 
milk is sufficient. 
Give this until the 


calf is strong or until the scours dis- 
appear. If a calf is very weak, the al- 
lowance may be increased gradually 
to a tablespoonful at a feed. This dried 
blood is mixed with the milk- and 
should be fed just as soon as mixed. 
Dried blood can be obtained from any 
of the large packers, but when order- 
ing state that the blood Is wanted for 
feeding purposes. 


A Point For the Hogr. 


There is one point in favor of the 


hog which is not always placed to its 
credit and that is, unlike the horse, cow 
or sheep, it produces a number of young 
at one birth, says a Wisconsin corre- 
spondent of Prairie Farmer. This fact 
enables those who make hog raising a 
specialty to rapidly increase such stock 
and cheapens the cost of production by 
reducing the number of sources from 
which the increase is derived. Taking 
this into consideration and also that 
the hog will eat anything that may be 
produced upon the farm, he is a more 
valuable animal than he is credited 
with being. 


Value of Corn Stover. 


The Maryland experiment station re- 


ports that by weighing the ears and 
stover of corn and analyzing them 
they found 1,530 pounds of digestible 
matter in the ears and 1,642 in the 
stover, or 112 pounds more of food in 
the stover than in the ear. 
Probably 


it was not as rich in percentage of pro- 
tein as were the ear and grain, but it 
was certainly too valuable to be wast- 
ed, as it often is where the corn shred- 
der has not come in use. And, by the 
way, chemists say the lower part of 
the stalk is more nutritious thau that 
above the ear. 


Young- Pork Popular. 


The popularity of young pork, with 


plenty of lean meat on it, has proved a 
boon to the farmers, for it is far more 
profitable to raise the first 100 pounds 
of any animal than the last 100 pounds, 
says American Cultivator. This is part- 
ly due to the fact that nature forces the 
growth of the young animal rapidly, 
bones, muscles and flesh all growing so 
that every ounce of food is almost en- 
tirely converted into live weight. There 
is practically no loss, and all the animal 
requires is fair attention and good food. 
Nature is then able and willing to do 
the rest

Fold 
together, roll up for a day aud next 
ilay nib over it more of the paste. Re- 
peat this a third time. After it dries 
out ticiape off the salt and alum and 
rub it soft. Use no oil on the skin. It 
may then be colored any shade desired ] 
and will mate pretty mats for the floor, 
carriage or baby's gocart.

Beckham Replies'to Durbin. 


" Erankfort, Ky., Nov. 12.—Governor 
Beckham addressed a letter to Gover- 
nor Durbin of Indiana, replying to the 
criticism by that executive of the 
courts and officials of Kentucky in 
his recent letter refusing to honor the 
requisition 
for Taylor and Fmley, 


wanted for alleged complicity in the 
assassination of Governor Goebel. Ho 
severely arraigns Durbin for his re- 
fusal, charging that in doing so he 
violated his oath, of office to support 
the constitution of the United Status, 
and that he became "a party after the 
fact to the most infamous crime in 
the history of this state, the cold- 
blooded and dastardly murder of an 
eminent and distinguished citizen of 
Kentucky." Mr. Beckham also charges 
that Governor Durbin's action m re- 
fusing was the result of a political 
bargain made before the election, and 
characterizes the charges against Ken- 
tucky courts and officials as slander. 


Chinese In Philippines. 


Washington, Nov. 12. — Secretary 


Root has approved certain suggestions 
made by Governor Taft for the better 
regulation of the immigration of Chi- 
nese into the Philippine Islands. The 
main object of the modifications sug- 
gested is the better enforcement of 
the immigration laws of the United 
States as applied to the Philippines. 
When these laws were put in opera- 
tion by General Otis in 1898 it was 
provided that bona fide Chinese resi- 
dents of the Philippines who might 
leave that country would be allowed 
to return upon the production of the 
required legal certification. The prin- 
cipal changes recommended by Gover- 
nor Taft are that the privilege of re- 
turning to the islands be limited to a 
period of one year and a half. 


As Mexico Sees Us. 


City of Mexico, Nov. 12.—El Tiem- 


po, a clerical organ, continues its at- 
tacks on the United States, comparing 
the American Union to a monster 
with a head of solid gold, breasts and 
arms of burnished silver, stomach 
and muscles of bronze and feet of the 
most brittle clay. El Tiempo says 
that race hatred in the United States 
is inextinguishable. The United States 
•is compared to ancient Rome, as de- 
picted by the historian Tacitus. The 
liberal papers take a decidedly more 
kindly view toward the United States, 
though they regret the absorptionist 
tendencies apparent in the modern 
foreign policy of the great republic.

London, Nov. 12.—The Daily Mail 


gives another alleged peace scheme 
which Mr. Kruger is said to be willing 
to conclude. This would be on the 
basis of granting autonomy to the two 
republics under a convention, guaran- 
teed by France and Russia, in ex- 
change for cession to Great Britain of 
the rand district and the gold fields, 
"which should be regarded as the total 
Boer indemnity. 


The story circulated by a news- 


agency, under an Amsterdam date, 
purporting to give'the peace terms 
which the Boers are willing to accept, 
and alleging that they are to be em- 
bodied in a formal document for cir- 
culation among the powers, was seem- 
ingly started in an English provincial 
paper and is denied by the Boer dele- 
gates at The Hague. 


To Decide on Boer Appeal. 


The Hague, Nov. 12.—The adminis- 


trative council of the arbitration tri- 
bunal will meet Nov. 20 to decide on 
the appeal of the Boers against the 
ruling that the war in South Africa is 
not subject to the court's consider- 
ation. 


Cape Town Troops Out. 


Cape Town, Nov. 12.—The Cape 


Town guard has again been called out, 
and Lord Kitchener has issued an 
order directing that all Boers cap- 
tured in British uniforms are to be 
shot. 


:f,. Beckham Replies'to Durbin. 


F.rankfort, Ky., Nov. 12.—Governor 


Beckham addressed a letter to Gover- 
nor Durbin of Indiana, replying to the 
criticism by that executive of the 
courts and officials of Kentucky in 
his recent letter refusing to honor the 
requisition 
for Taylor and Finley, 


wanted for alleged complicity in the 
assassination of Governor Goebel. He 
severely arraigns Durbin for his re- 
fusal, charging that in doing so fie 
violated his oath of office to support 
the constitution of the United States, 
and that he became "a party after the 
fact to the most infamous crime in 
the history of this state, the cold 
blooded and dastardly murder of an 
eminent and distinguished citizen of 
Kentucky." Mr. Beckham also charges 
that Governor Durbin's action in re- 
fusing was the result of a political 
bargain made before the election, and 
characterizes the charges against Ken- 
tucky courts and officials as slander. 


Chinese In Philippines. 


Washington, Nov. 12. — Secretary 


Root has approved certain suggestions 
made by Governor Taft for the better 
regulation of the immigration of Chi- 
nese into the Philippine Islands. The 
main object of the modifications sug- 
gested is the better enforcement of 
the immigration laws of the United 
States as applied to the Philippines. 
"When these laws were put in opera- 
tion by General Otis in 1898 it was 
provided that bona fide Chinese resi- 
dents of the Philippines who might 
leave that country would be allowed 
to return upon the production of the 
required legal certification. The prin- 
cipal changes recommended by Gover- 
nor Taft are that the privilege of re- 
turning to the islands be limited to a 
period of one year and a half. 


As Mexico Sees Us. 


City of Mexico, Nov. 12.—El Tiem- 


po, a clerical organ, continues its at- 
tacks on the United States, comparing 
the American Union to a monster 
with a head of solid gold, breasts and 
arms of burnished silver, stomach 
and muscles of bronze and feet of the 
most brittle clay. El Tiempo says 
that race hatred in the United States 
is inextinguishable. The United States 
•is compared to ancient Rome, as de- 
picted by the historian Tacitus. 
The 


liberal papers take a decidedly more 
kindly view toward the United States, 
though they regret the absorptionist 
tendencies apparent in the modern 
foreign policy of the great republic.

To provide for lighting railways of 


the_ Baltimore. .and ^ X)hip.,and. the 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati. Chicago and, 
St. Louis Railway Companies, with- 
in the Corporate limits of the City 
of Newark. 
Be it ordained by the Council of the 


City of Newark, Ohio. 


Section 1. That th,e Baltimore and 


Ohic and the Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati. 


Chicago and St.' Louis Railway Com- 
panies be and they are hereby required 
to light with electric arc lamps the 
portions of their railways within the 
corporate limits of said city, by erect- 
ing poles and lamps of the ordiriary 
kind m use in said city at the points 
along said railway where the following 
named streets intersect the track of 
said railways- Kibler, North, Oak, St. 
Glair; Wyoming, Locust, Church', Bast 
Main, 
Madison, Oakwood, 
Penney, 


Cedar, Arch, Morris, First, Second, 
Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Union, 
Pine, Leroy and Williams streets. 


Section 2. That the said lamps shall 


be required to be kept burning the 
same number of hours per night, as 
is now or may hereafter be required 
of other public lamps within said cor- 
poration and under its control.

Section 3. That the Clerk is hereby 


directed to give due notice to said 
companies of the passage • of this ordi- 
nance^ by the delivery of a copy there-

Gompers explained to the president 
the purpose of his visit, and asked 
that Governor Hunt be notified that 
his mission mas not to stir up strife, 
but simply to organize labor along 
legitimate lines. The president iname- 
diately sent an inquiry to Governor 
Hunt as to the cause of the arrest. 


Why Iglesias Is Held. 


San Juan, Porto Rico, Nov. 12.— 


Santiago Iglesias was arrested here on 
landing from a steamer from New 
York. His detention was due to his 
nonappearance 
after having been 


thrice summoned by the local courts 
to appear in a case against him and 
seven others, brought in July of last 
year, -when the currency was changed. 
At that time he persuaded the local 
Federation of Labor to order all labor 
organizations to go on strike unless 
they were paid in gold at the same 
rate as silver-—master workmen J3, 
journeymen $2 and ordinary laborers 
?1.50. These rates were not accepted 
by the employers and a general strike, 
which was accompanied by some vio-1 
lence, followed. Iglesias and other 
members of the 
committee 
were 


charged with conspiracy.
